FoiiT WiuxGEL, Sept. ii, 1830. 

Having read your widely-circulated 
and well-conducted paper I will give 
you a few items which, if they do not 
prove of interest to the general public, 
will at least give employment to your 
staff of interprets and them fellera 
who make tlieir d(rili/ bi-ead by work- 
ing nights. 

The good .sliip (.'alit'oriiia arrived 
here on time on the'llth iiist: with a 
■full ;f reight, a happy .sot-_ of -.paaseugera 
and ofiicer.s> andi.mon all well. Tho 
ship proceeded on to Sitka in the morn- 
ing and left me iiere in the cold. It 
would bo supcrfluou.'i in nie to oxjiatiate 
upon the general beauties of tho pas- 
sago up, they havo . bt;c-i\ already 
"done;" biit I must .remark" " hills 
grand.\vgird|^betiutif ul'and ; itd^elj'.' and 
such ({'transition to come to this town 
to dry-up, minnify and gradually decay. 

There "is a general complaint that 
business is at a- very- low ebb. Mer- 
chants are carrying largo .slocks with 
no show for an output. From all I 
hear Gassiaivhas seen -its . best day.s 
and the miners are ju'st staying to live, 
and there must bo -a - good . chance for 
the merchants .cither tollispb^e.of iheir 
stocks on hand or lo realize "on . their 
summer sales. The fur -seaHon is i;lo.s- 
ing, the steamer about sailing taking 
cjuito a sliipmenl which will be the 
the last heavy one until spring. Prices 
are still very high, leaving a very close 
margin of profits to the "shippers. I 
quote tho price.= of tho largest buyer 
here : Beaver, §3 per lb.; prime bear, 
§15; deei", 2,"/c. ]ier lb.; linir seal, 30c., 
fur seal, -SS to $13 ; silver grey fox -$30 
to S80; otter, §50 to $100 ; oils, 35c. 

At'-prosenb'there are--Very few stran- 
gers in town to go south on the steamer 
now hourly expected ; among tho pas- 
sengers goes one of the oldest residen- 
tora of this city, Mr. Bcriikoim, who 
while regretting to leave this easy way 
of making a living, is well satis- 
fied to enjoy tho pleasuros of a wicked 
world among civilized beings, 

Tho Catholic chapel is a neat build- 
ing with a resident priest, who occa- 
sionally goes on a visit to his parish- 
ioners, scattered far and near, and in- 
terests liiuisolf greatly in their welfare, 
temporal as well as spiritual,

Young, and' the matron, Mrs.'' McF'cn- 
Ian, having theiu in charge. 

The superintendent of the North 
western Packing Co., stationed al Kla- 
raask, being here on a visit infornied 
nio that he shipped to San Prancisco 
7000 eases of the finest and besfcpu tup 
salmon ever received at that city," which 
shows a growing industiy. This com- 
pany, with other--, will provo in the 
near future thi.s i.o be the scene of 
large fishorit-.s.

It is so .soothing-iike 
when wc are seasick; and (igainj while 
abstertiious himself he will help a thirsty 
passenger to find the cojil oil can and 
other pizeii: '. His'bi'ef»'8t-(cigfir pocket) 
is always open to the needy, and he 
always leaves you in his office while ho 
does his writing on deck. Now for 
self : I have been in a canoe. Which 
way I got out and how I got on land 
again is no Jone's'^Kusineas except tho 
friend who helped mo dry my clothes.

Sir — ^Th(|te3 is "an old saying "A iioxv 
broom s\V€eps ". clean."

A foreigner," and therefoi-e 'not' a voter, 
you will pardon my occupying your 
time and apaco with complaints. The 
opinion I give; however, is not alone 
mine. Then, again, being subject to, 
and complying with, tho usual calls for 
a iicarilcss but ot))er'wi8q,:no.blo-niihded 
laxgathoror, and not 'wishing 'to- aifd 
my quota to our already cleplotcd popu- 
lation, 1 certainly think T and others 
aro entitled in return to demand 
por.^piouity, honesty and impartialit\' 
in providing for the country's wants 
from tlio.se placed in authority over us.

What arc we to do uiidei' lhu.se 
circiimst.ances 1 believe, and I am fur- 
titied in this belief, that this condition of 
thiiig.s i.H exceptional, and that with tiio 
blessings uf a fine harve.st, which I am 
ijlad to say is i)rocceJing on tho uthortiid'.;, 
both in California and tho United .States 
gener.illy, I believe wo shall see an iin- 
picivement. But the next thing that do- 
volve.s upon us as directors is to ace that 
wc work this concern as economically ns | 
possible. We liaro on tho last two oc- 
ca.sions iiulicated to you th'; .steps we have 
taken to reduce exj)onsos, eapoci.'illy in ' 
San Franci.soo, and during the la.st few ! 
weeks wo have further reduced liotii tlit' j 
amount and the expenses and the number ;

Tho rule Called upon the High 
Bailiff of tho County Court and all parlies 
eoncBrnod to .show cause why the pro- 
ceeds of an o.xocutioii levied by hiia 
should not bo paid over into Court S(j as 
■ to bo handed over Id Mr. 7Iay want , not- 
withstanding the provision of tho .^ct 
whicli authorizos the bailitl' to rofain the 
money forono niontli and then to divirle 
it ratably amongst the crcditor.s. 

j\Ir. Drake and TSlv. Pooloy appeared 
for scvcr.al of the creditors and admitted 
that the- Act Avas uncpnstiitutional.^as ha- 
ing'in effect an ihsislTen^ aist.'.MtvPrakc 
pointed out that the 'l\ct- pfovjtled that 
the bailiff should seize ail property of tho 
debtor under an execution exceeding SIOO 
and then divide; whereas, indepcndoutly 
of an innolvont law, tlio sheriff could only 
I'ealizc sufficient to Hafisfy the claim in 
respect of which ho held an execution, 
leaving the remainder of the property for 
the debtor. 'Now, however, if this .-^.ct 
were good, the sheriff having an execu- 
tion for 8100 would seize goods to tho ox- 
tcnt of ?5000 or any other sum and divide 
it amongst tho creditors, -whother tho bulk 
of tho creditors wished it or not, and al- 
though the only debt owing might bo tho 
ono for which execution issued, still tho 
sheriffliad to soizo and hold everything. 

By the Court — Does anyone appear to 
support the Act ? 

Mr. Thoo. Davie— I havo caused no- 
tices to bo serircd on all the creditors 
througli thoiPattofn6ys';'but no oneseenis 
to caro to support the .Vet. 

Tlio Chief Justice — The Act may be 
good in part and bad in part. Does not 
"' .section 20, which says, " Notwitlistand- 
•ing any Act to the contrary, a writ of exe- 
cution shall bind all the debtor's goods 
auljjeebtitoiox.eouti.oiji" -Bweop away all 
homestead laws in force in the Province ? 
Tliat portion of the Act, at all ovonts, is 
constitutional. It is conipotcnt for the 
local Icgi.slatnro to repeal tho homestc.id 
laws and they appear to havo done so. 

Mr. Drake said he ilid not propose to 
uphold tho Act; but ho claimed that his 
clionts, Messrs. Ricknmn A Ofner, had a 
judgment prior to Mr. Hayward. 

By the Court — Wo cannot decide ih;ii 
question now, and the csnstitutionality 
of the Act is of too much importance for 
us to decide without hearing argument in 
aiippMt of tlio-Act a.s well as against it. 

The Court finally concluded to adjourn 
until the 4tli October, so as to give an 
.opportunity for .arguuiont, tho presonr ap- 
plication to stand over until then.
